Japanese reference Jp01 -287965 to Hagino Hiroyasu does not appear to 
anticipate the claimed invention, because Hagino Hiroyasu does not show that the 
metal wiring layer is located over the entire substrate, except at openings above the 
regions irradiated. 

Japanese reference Jp54-002076 to Shirasawa Toshikatsu et al. does not 
appear to anticipate the claimed invention, because figure 1 does not depict the metal 
wiring layer to be located over the entire substrate as small uncovered gaps appear at 
the edges of the substrate.
